Location — Keep  away  from  trees  and  shrubs,  select  an  open  situation,  yet 
sheltered  from  strong  winds;  do  not  scatter  your  roses  but  keep  them  in  beds. 
Soil — Use  about  three-fourths  clay  and  the  other  fourth  sand  or  black  soil; 
never  use  all  black  soil  nor  elevate  the  rose  bed.  Good  drainage  must  be  had 
by  using  sand  or  small  stones  at  least  2 V2  ft.  below  the  surface.  Roses  need 
rich  cow  manure.  Whenever  possible  make  the  bed  in  the  fall  and  plant  in 
early  April.  Set  your  Hybrid  Teas  about  18  inches  apart  and  set  the  bud  or 
union  about  two  inches  below  the  level.  Avoid  too  deep  or  shallow  planting 
but  plant  firmly  by  treading  the  roots  that  should  be  spread  out  naturally. 
Give  one  good  watering,  then  water  sparingly.  Prune  severely  when  planting, 
cutting  away  all  thin  stems  and  shorten  the  rest;  cut  above  an  outside  bud. 
When  planting,  keep  the  roots  in  water  or  under  a mat.  For  Winter  Protec- 
tion, hill  up  earth  at  least  four  inches  around  the  plant,  then  place  manure 
between  the  plants.  For  eating  Insects,  such  as  green  worms,  dust  hellibore 
freely  when  the  dew  is  on  the  plants.  For  Sucking  Insects  such  as  green  fly 
and  thrips  use  fine  spray  of  the  hose.  Never  water  in  the  evening  as  mildew 
may  follow.  Most  important,  stir  the  surface  soil  about  your  roses  at  least 
once  a week;  this  encourages  root  growth.  Do  not  waste  money  on  own  root 
roses;  I have  yet  to  see  a good  bed  of  own  root  Hybrid  Tea  roses.  Plant  low 
budded  stock  grown  in  the  open  and  be  sure  they  are  winter  rested,  otherwise 
you  will  be  disappointed.
